in homes or ate with His dis- 
ciples, but no specific menu is 
mentioned on those occasions. 
A more important issue 
involving Jesus’ eating hab-. 
its, according to the Gospels, 
is whom He ate with. These 
included Matthew [also known 
as Levi] the publican [tax col- 
lector], in whose house Jesus 
ate along with “a great com- 
pany of publicans and of oth- 
ers” [Luke 5:29]. He also ate 
with unnamed Pharisees [Luke 
11:37; 14: 1-24, the scripture 
from which this text is taken], 
with various “publicans and 
sinners” [Luke 15: 1,2], with 
Martha and Mary [Luke 10: 
38-42; John 12: 1-3], and with 
His disciples (as noted above). 
In fact, Jesus was criticized 
as being “gluttonous” [Luke 
7:34]. 

Jesus’ eating habits reveal His 
desire to reach out to all people 
— both the sinners who knew 
they were sinners and sinners 
such as the Pharisees whose 
self-righteousness blinded 
them to the truth about their 
condition. 

Those habits highlight Jesus’ 
purpose for coming into the 
world. As He told another 
publican, Zacchaeus, “For the 
Son of man is come to seek 
and to save that which was 
lost” [Luke 19:10]. — Standard 
Publishing, Part of the David 
C Cook Family
